its eifort to prevent the Government acting 
according to ita own principles and doing 
what it knows to bo right. 

The Times admits that tlio oliject of the 
("attlo Coinpaiiy is to iiicreuse llie supply of 
mntton in V^ictoriu, mid it also iiduiits thai 
if the supply is sullieicntly increased no 
trade combination can possibly keep up the 
price ; yet it opposes tlw import.ation of 
ten thousand sheep for the e.xpress purpose 
of supplying the future demand of Victoria. 
Thi^ is c irrying inconsistency beyond the 
verge of foolishness. 

, r The THmes asks us to inform it " what 
other company thaii the one in question is 
to be granted this concession?" If our con- 
temporary were capable of reflection, it 
would not ask this ijuestion. The Cattle 
Company arc about to try an experiment. 
Tliey are going to timl out whether sUecp- 
ranching will succeed in this province. To 
do this they are prepared to spend a large 
sum of money, and to run what some think 
a great risk. If the experiment is success- 
ful ; if they prove that shee[)-riinching will 
pay, that money invested in sheep will 
bring a good return, not one capitalist, but 
scores, will be eager to follow their example. 
Every one knows that, in these days, let it 
be known that a venture in any line of 

' busin^^sss has paid well, there are hundreds 
who rush into the same busincsj until it is 
overdone. This is what makes tlie pro- 
jected experiment of the Colundiia 
Cattle Company so valuable. If 
they demonstrate that sheep noising 
on a large scale is suited to this province, 
and can be made to pay, they will benefit 
not only Victoria by increasing its supply 
of wholesome meat, but they will do much 
to develop one of the resources of the pro- 
vince. 

What our contemporary snys in this con- 
nection about making the rich, richer and 
the poor, poorer is the stupidest and most 
disgusting kind of Ciint. Who can tell 
whether the Cattle Company's venture will 
be successful or not? Who ia to sicy that 
they will not lose money? We have no 
doubt but there are many who think that 
they will. And if they succeed whom will 
they impoverish? They will make the 
country so much the richer by the wealth 
they cause it to produce, they will give em- 
ployment to many men, and they will lielp 
to give the pior cheaper food. 



of what is best suited to their condition and 
ciroumstunccs. 

Wo sympathizo with tho sottloia 
in the Territories in this mutter. Wo be- 
lieve that tliey are l etter able to manage 
their own iifVairs than the Parliamoot and 
oHiciuh in Otliwa aro to mantgo those iif- 
faiis for theui, and that tho sooner they are 
invested with the fidl power of self govern- 
tnent tlie better for all eoucfrned. Wo do 
not Ij'.'lie'vo tlmt they slioiild lie li mipcro I 
nud restricted wilh regunl to schools or 
oliicial language, or anything el.io over 
which the Couatilution gives the province 
jurisdiction! We do not believe that uny 
go jil can come of making Northwest Ter- 
ritories 11 Hairs a bone of contention bi-twcen 
parties in the Jiust. Eastern politicians 
care very little indeed for the Noriliwest 
and iUs concerns, but they do care a very 
great deal for their own aggrandisement, 
and it is, we are satisfied, to further party 
purposes, and not to honeBt tho Northwest, 
that Mr. McCarthy and his fiienda alVect to 
feel so deep an inleiest in tho system of 
schools est iblished, and the olhial language 
used in that part of the Dominion. 



NORTHWEST LEGISLATION. 

It seems that Mr. Dalton McCarthy is 
bpund to continue his attempt to have the 

Northwest Territories Act amended. He 
wants to have the cliiuses in it which estab- 
lish separate schools and make the French 
an ofiScial language repealed. The atteir.pt 
will cause a good deal of agitation and .en- 
gender bitter feeling for no adequate pur- 
pose that we can see. It cannot he long be- 
fore the Territories become piovinci/s, ;irid 
■ then each of them will have the right to 
choose what lai:giia;4e is to be olfnn il and 
what shall he its Hclmol system. Tlicse ai'e 
matters which the people themselves have a 
right to decide upon without restriction of 
any kind. It would not be fair for tlie Par- 
liatneut of the Dominion to legislate for 
them in these uuitters. Of course, as long 
as this pt.rtiou of the Dominion id a Terr i- 
tory it in under the jurisdiction of the l''ed- 
eral Government. Tho Parliament of the 
Dominion can decide what powers of 8el'» 
government the people of the Territory 
shall exercise, aiul it can make such laws os 
it, in its wisdom, sees that it requires. But 
Buch legislation is only temporar y. As soon 
as jirovinees are established, luid they 
become members of the Confeileration, 
the territorial laws cease to be in force, iind 
the territorial restrictions of all kinds be- 
come inoperative. The prov^ces become 
self-governing and have the right to enact 
laws on all mutters that arc within tho pro- 
vincial jnrisdiution. Any ainendment to 
the Northwest Territories Act, wliich Mr. 
McCarthy oun prevail upon Parliamcirt to 
make will he only temporary in its opora- 
tion. We have ,not heard that the inhubi- 
tonts of the Territories aire dissatisfied with 
the Act. What they appear to wairt is a 
greater aim re of self -govern men t—niorejjow - 
ertocmtrol their own afT.dr-s. This Mr. 
McCarthy's luurrnliiiont ilnes not [jroposo 
to ex end to tlienr. On the contrary, he de- 
sires Parliament to think and net for the 
people of the Northwest when thpy want 
tho power to give eUbct to their- own ideas 



A STERN GHASE. 

The escape of the Itata has catised a 
ripple of excitement in the United States. 
The people of California, particulai'ly, seem 
to be greatly interested in the ocean chiise 
that is now supposed to be going on. The 
Charleston has set out in pursuit of the 
steamer that gave the United .States 
Marshal the slip. There are, it njipears, 
doubts whether tho United .States maii-of- 
Wur can le^'al'y capture on the high .seas 
vessel llyin^' tin; Chilian Hag foi- an alleg d 
oU'enco agidnst tho laws of tlio United 
Stiites. The American Government, appar 
ently, hud some difficulty in deciding upon 
the point, for the Charleston delayed some 
time, even after she was ready for sea, giv- 
ing chase to tho dclimiuent vessel. This 
delay guve the Itata ami her convoy, if she 
hus one, a good start, and, what ia bettor, 
time to shape her course without the 
knowledge of her pursuer. Tho cominnnder 
of the Charleston does not know whetlier 
the Itata keeps nbar the coast or whether- 
she went pre'ty fur out to fcii before 
shi' stci red south. This uneei taiuty gre il- 
ly lessens the chances of tho Charleston's 
overhauling the flying Chilian. A few 

lies too far cost or too far west makes a 
great difference to both pursuer and pur- 
sued. To this uncertainty is added an- 
other uncertainty, which makes it ver-y dif- 
ficult to prodiut the result of the pur-suit. 
It is not certain tlmt the United .States (.lov- 
ernment desires very strongly tho c iplure 
of tho Itata. There is, iudesd, room for a 
suspicion that it would not be very angry if 
the captain of tho Charleston, after having 
duly observed all forms, windd let the Itata 
slip. And there is also some reason to be- 
lieve that the oiheers and crew of the 
.\merican cruiser do not feel themselves 
hound to do more than their bare -duty in 
chasing the reb?l,craft. , " A,fellow-feeliiig 
:iiakes us wondrous kind," and it is not 
hard to imagine that American citizens feel 
that the men who are resistirrg the usurpa- 
tions of a president turned tyrant are de- 
servirrg of very severe treatment, oven if 
they did abuse the hospitality of a neutral 
nation. All things considered, we think it 
pretty safe to predict that the Charleston 
will not overtake the Itata. 

The other vessel known to be acting in 
concert with the Itata — tire Rob>-rt nnil 
Minnie — has riei u l iipliired and brouglit into 
port, but not until she had discharged her 
cargo; nobody except those who won't tell 
knowing exactly .where o!- how.. But the 
Uiritid .States mar-shal h is now the empty 
ship, with thecaptuirr ai d crew iir lii i cua- 
toiiy. 'I'lic eapl ain iscvrns to be takin ; things 
very la-y- He s.iys that he lias c jiiiiiiitied 
no oll'encu against the law of tli-; Uirited 
States. Ho took his cargo on bouid at the 
Oakland mole In open day in the sight of all 
men. lie complied with the re<iuirem"rits 
of tire law while he was in port, and 1 e eft 
in the day time with the full knu.vltd-o of 
the airthoi ities. He did nothi'ig fr'omli: st 
to last secretly or underhand. It does not 
appear that the cuslom? officers and other 
authorities are difposed to treat tho captain 
with .severity, irnd they have rrot c ;mmeneed 
to do arrything irgainst the New Yoi k fi|-in 
that :>hipp('d the arms and ■irrrmunii iorr on 
board the Knber t and .Minnie, I', sei ins to 
us that the Itata episode will be a trine days' 
wonder luid then will be be.ird of no more.
